W a sh in g t o n, March 8.—The Presi­ 
d en t to-day sent to the Senate the fol­ 
lowing m essage: 
To the Senate: 
A copy of tlic.following resolution by 
the Senate on the first day of the 
present m onth, was delivered to me 
on the 3d inst. 
‘’Revolved, That in view of the diffi­ 
culties and em barrassm ents that have 
attended the regulations governing 
th e immigration of Chinese laborers 
into the United 
States, under the 
lim itations of our treaties with China, 
the President of the United States lie 
requested to negotiate a treaty with 
the Em peror of China containing a 
provision th at no Chinese labor shall 
enter the U nited States.” 
The im portance of the subject re­ 
ferred to in this restriction has been 
by no means overlooked by the Exec­ 
utive branch of the 
government, 
charged under the Constitution with 
the formulation 
of 
treaties 
wilh 
foreign countries. 
Negotiations with 
the Em peror of China for a treaty, 
such as is mentioned in said resolu­ 
tion, was commenced m any m onth3 
ago and has been since continued. 
The progress of the negotiations thus 
inaugurated has heretofore been freely 
communicated to such members oí 
the Senate and its Committee on 
Foreign relations as sought inf urina­ 
tion concerning the same. 
It is how- 
over with much gratification that I 
deem myself justified in expressing to 
the Senate in response to its resolu­ 
tions the hope and expectation th a t a 
treaty will soon be concluded concern­ 
ing 
the 
immigration 
of 
Chinese 
laborers which will meet with the 
wants of our people and the approba­ 
tion of the body to which this will bo 
subm itted for confirmation.

TIIB DEPENDENT PENSION 
RILL 
W as then taken up again. 
Mander- 
son replied to some of the rem arks 
made by Senator Vest last week,

Fedoral ex-soldiers or Confederates 
either, in Alms-houses in Missouri. 
He quoted from the report of the 
Comm issioner of pensions showing 
th at on October 15. 1887, there were 
in the Missouri Alms-houses 138 ex­ 
Union soldiers and 02 dependent 
■relatives, and iu the whole United 
Sates, 10,856 ex-soldiers and 4,945 
dependant 
relatives,

In addition 
there 
wore 
in 
National 
Soldiers’

15,152 inm ates, making a total of 37,­ 
153 ex-soldiers and their dependents, 
who were dependent on charitable in­ 
stitutions. 
In contra liction of Vest’s 
statem ent th a t 50 per cent, of those 
enrolled during the war were either 
pensioners or applicants for pension, 
he showed th at there wore 367,424 in­ 
valid pensions granted, and 240,602 
for widows, children or dependent rel­ 
atives. 
In other words, there were of 
pensions and claim ants not over 26 
per cent, of the whole num ber en­ 
listed. 
Hawley believed the bill to be prac­ 
tical, sensible and patriotic. He quot­ 
ed General G rant as saying the very 
last tim e th at he was at the Capital : 
“ If I were to be President again, I 
-would sign a reasonable bill to pre­ 
vent the Bufferings of soldiers, or their 
families, no m atter w hat they arise 
from ; and I would not sign a bill to 
give a dollar to any able-bodied m a n /' 
H e (Hawley) stood upon that. 
He 
would vote ogainst any and every 
am endm ent to the bill, believing that 
as it came from the committee it was 
a simple, straightforward measure of 
im mediate relief to real sufferers. 
Wilson, of Iowa, said that so firmlv 
was he convinced th at the class which 
would l»e included within the benefits 
of the bill by his am endm ent would 
be excluded w ithout it, that lie would 
vote for it even if he voted alone. 
The question was taken and 
il- 


bo u’s am endm ent was rejected, yeas, 
13; nays, 43. 
The bill was then reported back 
from the Committee 01 the Whole 
and the am endm ents thereon agreed 
voted on. The first vote was on the 
am endm ent offered by Call to make 
the bill apply to thoee who served in 
the war w ith Mexico or for veterans 
in any of the wars with Indian tribes. 
Objected to : Y eas, 21: nays, 37. 
The next vote was Plumb’s amend­ 


m ent, striking out the word ‘‘totally” 
betore the word “ incapacitated,” and 
and it was rejected, yeas 14, nays 42.

In answer to Perkins’ resolution of 
inquiry into the alleged complaint pre­ 
vailing iu the W est against the pres­ 
ent unsatisfactory m ail service,- the 
1’oetmaster General to day sent to Ihe 
House a communication, in which lie 
says careful inquiry and olo»e exami­ 
nation of tho complaints fails to dis­ 
close any reliable ground for the com­ 
plaints.

AFFAIRS IN THE LAND OFFICE.

plain, correct business m ethods and 
requirem ents promptly and uniformly 
enforced upon the loca’ land offices 
and the employees of the general land 
offices.

It finds that registers 
and receivers instead of exercising the 
quasi judicial functions conferred up­ 
on them by Congress are treated 
merely as clerks of

ter, which takes its chances with the 
accumulation of past decades. 
THE PATENT OFFICE. 
The committee finds the Patent Of­ 
fice suffering for want of a classified 
abridgm ent 
of patents granted. 
A 
work was begun several years ago, but 
has been unavoidably delayed, and it 
submits a bill for the appropriation 
of $20,000 for a speedy completion of 
it. The report discloses many tricks 
of patentees and would-be patentees, 
for practically extending the life of 
their patents. Numerous recommend­ 
ations are made.

The Em peror recog­ 
nized his daughter, tho Duchess of 
Baden. 
Prince Bismarck is at the 
Palace. 
Count Von Stollberg Wen- 
nigerade, the Court Cham berlain, is 
also present. 


REPORTS FROM SAN REMO. 


S an Rrmo, March 8*.— The Crown 
Prince slept soundly all night and 
arose refreshed. He breakfasted with 
a good appetite. 
His condition con­ 
tinues improved. 
The Crown Prince will leave here 
on Saturday. 
H e was much agitated 
whon he heard of the Em peror’s con­ 
dition. 
He receives a telegram from 
Berlin about the Em peror every half 
hour. Bismarck has telegraphed to 
l>r. Mackenzie enquiring w hether the 
Crown Prince could not come to Ber­ 
lin instead of going tp W eisbaden, as 
proposed. Prince H enry and Princess 
Charlotte of Saxe-Meinengen, grand­ 
children of tho Emperor, and the 
Grand Duke of Hesse will leave San 
Remo to-night for Berlin. 
The Crown Prince will go to Berlin 
by the Brenner route. 
He will stay 
in Berlin no longer than is absolutely 
necessary, going afterwards to either 
W eisbaden or Ham burg. Dr. Mac­ 
kenzie will accompany him . 
The 
doctors are much opposed to the 
Crown Prince’s return to Germany. 
The Prince passed a good day to-day, 
but is much distressed over the news 
from Berlin. 
A MORNING BULLETIN. 


B e r l in , March 8.—Tho following 
bulletin was issued at 10:40 this 
m orning: 
“ The Em peror had a very restless 
night and is very weak this morning. 
(Signed) 
V on L a u e r . 
At noon all members of the Im per­ 
ial family, except the Crown Prince 
nnd Crown Princess, were in tho room 
adjoining that occupied by the Em ­ 
peror. 
At 12:25 Chaplin Koegel gave 
the last sacram ent tp the Emperor. 
Tho Em peror was occasionally delir­ 
ious before noon. 
Shortly before two 
o’clock the Em press and the Grand 
Duchess of Baden were with the E m ­ 
peror. 
At two Prince Bismarck went 
to the bedside and the Em peror spoke 
to h im ; his conditioft was then un­ 
changed. The Prince left the palace 
at 2 :45 and went to the Reichstag. 


ADVICKf} FROM LONDON. 
L o n d o n , M arch 8.—A Berlin des­ 
patch, timed noon, says: Since 9 
o’clock the Em peror has slightly im­ 
proved. 
He suffers less pain, but is 
still greatly exhausted. 
Prince and 
Princess 
William, 
Bismarck, Von 
Moltke and H err Von Pattkam er, 
Vice-President of the Council of Min­ 
isters, arc in attendance at the palace. 
A largo crowd is collected outside. 
The Queen arrived in London this 
morning from W indsor and sent to 
tho German Ambassy to make in­ 
quiries concerning the Em peror. The 
German Ambassador lias received a 
private telegram from Berlin which 
says: “ The Em peror's condition is 
practically unchanged.” 
EFFECT ON STOCKS. 
The Stock Exchange and Conti­ 
nental Bureau are flat and operators 
m aintain an expectant attitude' The 
German Embassy in London is be- 
seiged by callers who are anxious to 
hear about tho Em peror’s condition. 
ALARMING DISPATCHES^ 
The British Foreign Office at noon 
received an im portant and pressing 
telegram from Berlin resjiecting the 
Em peror’s critical condition.

says: 
“ The Emperor is weakening and the 
doctors have faint hopes for his re­ 
covery.”

A CORROBORATIVE REPORT. 


B e r l in ,March 8.—Em peror William 
died at noon. 
LATER— STILL ALIVE. 
3 p. m.—The report of the Em per­ 
or’b death is incorrect 
H e is still 
alive. 
He has had another fainting 
fit and is at present unconscious. 
All 
of the members of the Royal family 
at present in the capital are in his 
cham ber and the end is expected 
soon. 
Great crowds are assem bled in 
the vicinity of the palace, anxiously 
awaiting the bulletins as they are 
issued. 
GREAT EXCITEMENT IN BERLIN. 
The Em peror is not now able to 
recognize even the Em press, and is 
gradually sinking. 
An im mense but 
silent crowd is standing near tbe 
palace, notwithstanding that a cold 
rain is falling. 
The palace is guarded 
by a force of cavalry. 
Business in 
town is virtually suspended and the 
theaters are closed. 
During the afternoon sitting of the 
Reichstag, Prince Bismarck received 
an urgent summons to hasten to the 
palace. 
He said that the Em peror 
was dying. Tbe doctors have not 
abandoned all hope of the Em peror’s 
recovery. 
AGAIN REPORTED DEAD. 
6:45 p . m . 
The Em peror is dead. 
Previous to the news of the Em per­ 
or’s death, special services were held 
in various churches. 
All the edifices 
were crowded, and the congregations 
joined fervently in the prayers. 
ANOTHER DENIAL. 
An official bulletin issued at 9 o’­ 
clock this evening, announces that 
the Em peror lives, and th a t on the 
whole his condition is n ore tranqnil. 
The bulletin has reassured the people 


who have been intensely excited by 
reports of his death which have been 
published in newspaper extras. 
The Em peror fell into a swoon at 5 
o’clock, and rem ained unconscious 
until 6 o’clock. 
He afterwards went 
into a quiet sleep, which lasted till 7 
o’clock. 
Wine 
and 
other liquid 
nourishm ents are adm inistered to 
him occasionally. 
PRINCE WILLIAM'S POSITION. 
The following is the text of an im­ 
perial decree signed November 17th 
and promulgated to-day, declaring 
Prince W illiam to be tho representa­ 
tive of the Em peror in State affairs:

The Prince of W ales and Lord Salis­ 
bury were closeted with the Queen 
last night UDtil 11:30 o’clock.

L o n d o n , M arch 8.—The debate on 
the motion of Sir W alter B. Bartlett, 
Conservative, for the appointm ent of 
a local Commission to ascertain and 
report upon the m ilitary m easures 
necessary for the protection of tho 
Empire, was resumed in the Com­ 
mons to-nigi.t by Lord C hurchill. 
He commenced his speech by rem ind­

that notwithstanding the immense 
increase i n the expenditures, the mili­ 
tary position of England was deplora­ 
bly bad. The rem edy of those mem ­ 
bers was the expenditure of more 
money , but his remedy was reform in 
expenditure. Enough liad already be ©a 
paid to m aintain both services in a 
state of splendid efficiency, but the 
English system was without a paral­ 
lel in any other country, military men 
who have been trained in the busi­ 
ness of arm s being subordinate to 
civilians who were utterly untrained. 
It 
would be 
just as reasonable 
for the Prem ier to nominate Mr. La­ 
b uchere, Archbishop of Canterbury, 
or to make Mr. Chaplin, Lord Chan 
cellor. (Laughter.) M ilitary training 
seemed to disqualify a man from m an­ 
aging the War Office. That must be 
altered. The financial control, after 
the estimutes are granted, ought to be 
placed in the hands of responsible 
officers. English officers were made 
spending animals, instead of like the 
German officers, rivalling one another 
in ecoiom y.

on a twelve hours’ notice w ith­ 
out prolonged letters from the W ar 
Oflice. 
That could not be done in 
England without piles of folios pass­ 
ing aud repussiug for several days.

W ashington, March 8.—The Presi­ 
d en t to-day sent to the Senate the fol 
lowing m essage: 
To the Senate: 
A copy of the following resolution by 
the Senate on the first day of the 
present m onth, was delivered to me 
on the 3d inst. 
*’Revolt ed, That in view of the diffi­ 
culties and em barrassm ents that have 
attended the regulations governing 
t he immigration of Chinese laborers 
into the United 
States, under the 
lim itations of our treaties with China, 
tho President of the United States be 
requested to negotiate a treaty with 
the Em peror of China containing a 
provision that no Chinese labor shall 
enter the United States.” 
Tho im portance of the subject re­ 
ferred to in this restriction has been 
by no means overlooked by the Exec­ 
utive branch of the 
government, 
charged under the Constitution with 
the formulation 
of 
treaties 
with 
foreign countries. 
Negotiations with 
the Em peror of China for a treaty, 
such as is mentioned in said resolu­ 
tion, was commenced m any months 
ago and has been since continued. 
Tho progress of the negotiations thus 
inaugurated has heretofore been freely 
communicated to such mem tiers ol 
the Senate and its Committee on 
Foreign relations as sought inf urina­ 
tion concerning the same. 
It is how­ 
ever with much gratification that I 
deem myself justified in expressing to 
tho Senate in response to its resolu­ 
tions the hope and expectation that a 
treaty will soon he concluded concern­

In other words, there were of 
pensions and claim ants not over 26 
per cent, of the whole num ber en­ 
listed. 
Hawley believed the bill to be prac­ 
tical, sensible and patriotic.

THE PATENT OFFICE. 
The committee finds the Patent Of­ 
fice suffering for want of a classified 
abridgment 
of patents granted. A 
work was begun several years ago, but 
has been unavoidably delayed, and it 
submits a bill for the appropriation 
of $20,000 for a speedy completion of 
it. The report discloses m any tricks 
of patentees and would-be patentees, 
for practically extending the life of 
their patents. Numerous recommend­ 
ations are made.

REPORTS FROM SAN REMO.

The Crown Prince will leave here 
on Saturday. 
He was much agitated 
whon he heard of the Em peror’s con­ 
dition. 
He receives a telegram from 
Berlin about the Em peror every half 
hour.

“ Considering the uncertain state of 
my health, which compels me to 
temporarily abstain from the transac­ 
tion of affairs, and in view of the ill­ 
ness and prolonged absence of m vson.

Ill and 
weak herself, and betoken with sor­ 
row and grief, her efforts to cheer 
and console her husband have been 
unceasing.

peror spoke a few words to Prince 
W illiam about the im pending drill 
of the guards, b ut in a wandering 
m anner. 
Prince Bismarck tried to 
speak to him , but it was useless. 
The Em peror soon fell into a swoon 
and his pulse rose to 1 0 8 and he had 
a fever. About mid-day he became 
conscious and th e sacram ent was ad­ 
ministered.

It appears now as though 
tb e announcement of tlie Emperor 
William’s death was due to a fainting 
spell with which the Em peror was 
seized, between 5 and 6 o’clock in the 
afternoon, and which had every ap­ 
pearance of a final collapse.

L o n d o n , M arch 8 .—The debate on 
the motion of Sir W alter B. Bartlett, 
Conservative, for the appointm ent of 
a local Commission to ascertain and 
report upon the m ilitary m easures 
necessary for the protection of tho 
Empire, was resumed in th e Com­ 
mons to-nigr.t by Lord C hurchill. 
He commenced his speech by rem ind­ 
ing the House that no less th an 138 
members were connected w ith the 
Vrmy and Navy Service, and that the 
debate had disclosed their absolute 
unanimity 
on 
one point, nam ely 
that notwithstanding the im mense 
increase i n the expenditures, the m ili­ 
tary position of England was deplora • 
bly bad. The remedy of those mem ­ 
bers was the expenditure of more 
money, but his remedy was reform in 
expenditure. Enough liad already bee* 
paid to maintain both services in a 
state of splendid efficiency, but the 
English system was without a paral­ 
lel in any other country, military uieu 
who have been trained in the busi­ 
ness of arm s being subordinate to 
civilians who were utterly untrained.

Fight Between Wild 
Horses. 


INCIDENTS 05 
THE PLAINS. 


Experience of « Party of Trav­ 
e le r on the Western 
Frontier. 


In 1861, when a first saw the Rio 
Pecos river, which is the right-hand 
branch oí the Rio Grande, the Pecos 
p liin s were a favorite grazing ground 
fo r vast herds of wild horses. 
For 
-years later there were plenty of wild 
ponies 
on 
the 
Western 
plains, 
but in the days of which I write there 
were herds of good big horses, some 
of the animals standing seventeen 
band# high and weighing 1,300 or 
1,400 pounds. 
I went into New 
M exico with a 
Government sur­ 
veying party, which was ot semi- 
muitary character. A survey of that 
portion of the Rio Pecos lying in New 
Mexico was to be m ade, and there 
was to be a military post .ocated be­ 
tween Pope’s Wells and tne Benita 
river. 
The country oetween was a 
plain 100 miles long by 200 broad, 
with many small streams and rich 
feeding spots. The herds of horses 


over him for a moment, watching for 
a movement, but as none was made 
he joined the herd, and all moved off 
at a gallop. 
It was five minutes be­ 
fore our horse staggered to his feet, 
and he wanted no more fighting. 
He 
had three bad bites about the shoul­ 
ders, and his legs were skinned in a 
dozen places, and it was a week before 
he got h is spirit back. 
Two or three tim es during the next 
ten days I saw lone wild horeea, and 
one of the old hunters with us was 
asked for an explanation. 
He said 
they were “ rogues”—stallions w hict 
h aa been driven from the herd in dis­ 
grace—and th a t they were always 
considered ugly and dangerous. 
He 
had known of their attacking a sin- 
f 
;le horseman, but the presence of a 
orge party like ours would, of course, 
frighten them off. Two days after 
this explanation we were strung 
out for three miles along th e river, 
on the march and survey. 
Some­ 
thing was lost by an officer, and one 
of the troopers was sent back to re­ 
cover it. Ten m inutes later the ar­ 
ticle supposed to be lost was found in 
one of the ambulances, and I was 
sent back to notify the trooper. 
He 
had galloped back to camp a distance 
of iwo miles, and was searching 
around on foot when I arrived in 
sight. 
I was about to fiie a shot to 
attract his attention, when from the 
cottonwood grove beyond the cam p a 
horse came charging out. 
lie was a 
“ rogue” 
and 
bent 
on 
mischief. 
The soldier’s horse 
was grazing, 
and the soldier had his eyes on 
the ground, and I was so astonished 
by the sudden charge of the rogue 
that I made no move to stop him or 
warn 
the 
trooper. 
Indeed, 
had been seldom disturbed by w hite, ------

We were well into the plains before 
we saw any horses, and the first herd 
we saw came very near bringing about 
a calamity. 
We were camped in the 
bend of the Pecos and the surveyors 
and guards bad just come in for 
dinner. There was a truce between 
the w hites and the Indians at that 
date, but our party was a strong one 
and the surveyors never went out 
without protection. 
A truce meant 
that the redskins would not kill if the 
other party was the stronger. 
We 
had two am bulances, three or four 
wagons and from seventy to eighty 
horses. These last were staked out on 
the rich feeding ground. W ith no more 
warning than th at we felt a trembling 
of the earth and heard a great clatter, 
a drove of wild horses numbering 
at least 500 came charging around a 
heavily wooded point directly at our 
camp. The stream in front of our 
camp was about two feet deep, and 
ran over a bed of gravel, and the 
horses were probably in the habit of 
coming here to drink 
The herd was 
led by a sorrel stallion of magnificent 
look and limb, and was going at such 
a pace that the leaders were among 
our anim als before a man of us moved. 
Nothing will rAttle a domestic horse 
like the near presence of his wild 
brother. 
A stampede of buffaloes 
simply terrifies him , and in his terror 
he will act like a fool. The wild horse 
exciteft 
him and makes him for­ 
get 
for 
the 
moment 
that 
he 
is m an’s slave, and he will do 
his best to throw off the yoke of 
servitude and join the herd. 
It was 
well we were all together. Every man 
rushed for the horses, yelling and 
shouting to drive the intruders away, 
but when they went out two of our 
m ules and a horse went with them 
The horse was a five-vear-old stallion, 
worth at least $500, ’ and his flight 
caused instant dismay in the camp 
The mules would not be allowed to 
“ chum ” with the herd anyhow, and 
could he picked up after they had 
tired their their legs a little, but the 
horse might never be seen again. 
A 
score t i us mounted in hot haste and 
set off to recapture him . 
The herd 
had gone due west, in which direc­ 
tion a rise of ground 
hid them 
after a short run. As we reached 
this riBO every m an of us checked his 
horse. 
Below us was an almost cir­ 
cular valley about half a mile across, 
and in this valley the herd had come 
to a halt. 
It seemed that the pres­ 
ence of our horse had aroused the 
ire of the sorrel leader of the herd, 
and that the question of champion­ 
ship had come up to be settled at 
once. The two stallions were be­ 
tween us and the herd and were al 
ready skirmishing. 
Every one of the 
horses had his head toward the pair and 
was an interested spectator. 
At any 
other time our presence would have 
pn tth em to flight, but under the cir­ 
cum stances they gave us no attention. 
Now occurred a combat the like of 
which few m en have ever witnessed. 
The horses were pretty evenly m atch­ 
ed for size. Our champion had an 
advantage in being shod, but to offset 
this the sorrel horse was the quicker. 
Their movements showed the broad 
disparity between wild and domestic 
life. 
Our horse was agile and smart 
as the term s go, but the sorrel had 
the suppleness of a panther. 
As box­ 
ers feint for an opening, so these 
horses skirmished for an advantage. 
They approached until their noses 
almost met, and then reared up with 
shrill neighs, struck at each other, and 
came down to wheel and kick. 
The 
iron shoes of our horse h it nothing 
but air, but we heard the double thud 
of the sorrel’s hind feet as he sent 
them home. They ran oil' to wheel 
and come together again and repeat 
the samo tactics, a d again our horse 
got the worst of it. 
H e was a head' 
strong, high-strung beast and his tem ­ 
per was now up. 
W hen he wheeled 
the third time he came back with 
rush, screaming out iu his anger. The 
sorrel turned end for end like a flash to 
use his heels, 
but our champion 
dodged the kicks and seized him by 
the shoulder with his teeth. 
There 
was a terrific struggle before the hold 
was broken, and then they backed in 
to each other and kicked with all their 
furyfora few seconds. 
Every hoof hit 
something solid, but the iron shoes of 
our .horse scored a point in his favor. 
When they separated we could see that 
the sorrel” had been badly used, es­ 
pecially about the legs. 
When the horses wheeled for the 
third time, both were bent on mis­ 
chief. 
As th e/ came together they 
reared up like dogs and struck at each 
other, and for five minutes they were 
scarcely off their hind feet. 
Some 
hard blows were exchanged, and our 
horse had the best of the round. 
In­ 
deed, when the sorrel wheeled and 
ran away he had his head down, and 
he seemed to acknowledge defeat. 
He ran off about twenty rods be­ 
fore wheeling, and as he stood for 
moment, 
I 
looked 
at 
him 
gh a field glass which one of the 
nded me. 
His ears lay flat, 
his eyes looked bloodshot, and there 
was bloody foam on his lips. 
He had 
been severely handled, but was by no 
means defeated. 
Indeed, he had run 
away for the moment to adopt new 
tactics. When he moved up again he 
was the picture of ferocity. He came 
at fall speed, reared, and struck right 
and left, and the second blow knock­ 
ed oar horse flat on the ground. It 
i n «knock-out blow. The victor stood 


him 
in 
tim e. 
His 
back 
was 
to 
the 
approaching 
horse, and 
the rogue seized him in his teeth 
by a hold between the shoulders, and 
dragged him twenty rods before fling­ 
ing him to one side. Then he started 
for the cavalry horse, which stood 
with head up facing him , and I got 
my revolver out and spurred forward. 
I was yet a quarter of a mile away 
when the rogue reached his second 
victim. 
He ran at full speed, with 
ears back and lips pa: ted to show his 
teeth, and the sight was too m uch for 
the domestic animal. 
He was on the 
point of turning to fly when the other 
collided with him . 
It was as if a 
locomotive had struck him. 
He went 
down in a bean, and rolled over and 
over four or five times before he 
brought up, while the rogue took a 
lialf-circle to bear down upon the 
trooper again. 
Tbe m an was on his 
feet and limping off 


our camp to the wagons, two of them 
entered 
the 
V-shaped space and 
others kept them crowded there. The 
lightning was flashing and the thunder 
roaring again, and the poor beasts 
were appalled at the situation. There 
were four or five lassos and a dozen 
spare lariats in my wagon, and when 
I saw that the entrapped horses were 
making no move to get out I picked 
up a noosed rope, lifted the side 
cover of 
the 
wagon, 
and 
had 
the 
noose 
over 
the 
head 
of 
one in three seconds The one be­ 
hind him tried to turn when I sought 
to noose him, but hit his heels against 
something and twisted back toward 
me until my hand touched his nose as 
1 slipped the noose over. Then I 
made the other ends fast, got out the 
lassoes and, standing on the front of 
the wagon, I noosed throe horses in­ 
side of five minutes. 
It was no trick 
at all, for they were pressed right up 
to the wagon by the weight ot those 
behind, and the awful war of the ele­ 
m ents tam ed them. 
The herd was ten minutes workin 
through the camp, and as they cleaie* 
it they took away e very horse and 
mule that we had. 
Every tent was 
prostrated, much of our provisions 
and am munition destroyed and one 
am bulance smashed to pieces. 
Ono 
m an was killed and three were in­ 
jured by the rush of horses. 
As 
an offset a 
waggoner 
had 
las­ 
soed two, 1 hau five, and 
two 
more had hobbled themselves with 
tent ropes. 
In the course of a day 
we got all our animals back but one 
old mule, and managed to repair 
damages. 
Our captives were ths 
finest wild horses ever seen on the 
plains. 
My lot included three stal­ 
lions, and 1 sold one of them right 
there with the noose around his neck 
for $200. The others I kept until our 
return to Texas, taming them a little 
every day, and then got $1,000 for the 
four. The span of stallions went to 
St. Louis after a bit, and one of them 
proved himself the fastest trotter of 
that decade.—[N. Y. Sun.

The danger h d come 
upon him so suddenly as to overcome 
his nerves. 
The horse’s teeth had 
not broken the skin through liis thick 
clothing and he did not have a bruise 
to show, but such was th e sudden 
shock that he was on the sick list for 
two weeks. 
We were within two day’s ride of the 
Bonita, and had been in cam p two or 
three days, when one of the hunters 
rode in just before dark with some 
game and announced that a heard of 
at least 1,500 wild horses were graz­ 
ing about three miles to the east of us. 
This was on the opposite side of the 
Pecos, which just here spread out 
over a rocky ledge, and was 200 feet 
wide and about a foot deep. 
Below 
our camp was an old grove with many 
dead trees in it. It was there we got 
our wood. In all other directions the 
ground* was open. 
We had about 
tw elre 
tents 
in 
camp, 
aside 
from 
the 
wagons 
anu 
ambu- 
lanches. The best feeding ground was 
on the west of the camp, and all the 
animals were staked out there. Out­ 
side the bunch of animals was a guard 
of two soldiers, and two more were 
between the animals and the wagons. 
There was no danger apprehended 
from the Indians, and the guard was 
set to keep prowling wolves out of 
camp and to assist anv horse that 
might get tangled in his lariat. It had 
been a hot day, with “ thunder heads” 
showing in the sky, but, when the 
sun went down the sky was perfect!}’ 
clear, and all signs pointed to a quiet 
night. 
It was just midnight when the 
shargest flash of lightning 1 ever saw , 
followed by such a crash of thunder 
as made the earth groan, tumbled 
every sleeper in camp out of 
his 
blankets. 
I say the sharpest flash I 
ever saw, for I was awakened in time 
to see the most af it. It was so fierce 
that it seemed to burn our eyelids. I 
was hardly on my feet before there 
came another flash, 
followed 
by 
another roar. I knew it was going to 
rain great guns, and 1 jumped into 
trousers and boots and grabbed up 
the rest of my clothes aud made for a 
wagon only a few feet away. The two 
wagons were close to each other,but the 
forward ends pulled away, so that the 
vehicle formed a V. 
While the space 
between the off hind wheel of one 
aud the nigh hind wheel of the other 
was not over a foot,the space between 
the tongues was six or eight. 
The 
sky was black as 1 rushed out of the 
tent, and 
all the camp-fires had 
burned low. 
I flung my clothes into 
one of the wagons, and then hurried 
back aud got my w*eapons and some 
other articles, and during this time 
the heavens seemed aflame and the 
earth fairly rocked. 
Men were shouting, horses neighing 
and the din was awful, but as I reach­ 
ed the wagon the second tim e there 
came a sound to drown all others. 
It 
was a steady roar like the rush of 
great waves, and it grew louder all 
the time. 
I could not understand it 
for two or three minutes. The noise 
came from the west, and I stood upon 
the wagon so that I could overlood 
the tents. 
A flash of lightning was 
followed by a moment of pitch dark­ 
ness, and then came a long, trem u­ 
lous flash, lasting three or Tour sec­ 
onds. 
By its light I canght sight of 
the herd of wild horses bearing down 
upon us in a m ad mob, and just as 
the lightning ceased they entered the 
stream.

The California almouds.” said he, 
all have thin shell-, the kernel is ten­ 
der and the flavor is delicate. Tne 
best of them will run two or three 
ounces more m eat to the pound than 
the Tarragona, which is the leading 
imported almond. 
The latter is a 
handsome uut on account of its large 
size, but the shell is very thick aud 
hard. 
I should not be surprised to 
see the California almond entirely 
supplant the imported article in a few 
years. It gets better and better every 
season. 
“ Many of our table walnuts come 
from there. They are grown chiefly 
iu the Southern part of the State, and 
in freshuess and flavor they are su­ 
perb r to the foreign nut. 
More and 
more attention is given to their culti­ 
vation every year, and is only a ques 
tion of time when they will drive im ­ 
ported walnuts out of this m arket.” 
“ W hat is the Grenoble w alnut?” 
“ This is grown in a little district 
lying oetween France and Switzerland. 
It is a good article, but its chief pecul­ 
iarity is the fact that it will stand up­ 
right on end, aud no other walnut will. 
It does not cat any better for that, 
however. 
But the greatest industry of this 
kind in California now’,” continued 
the dealer, “ is the production of 
raisins. 
By the way, do you know 
how they make them ? No? Well, 
its 
worth 
telling. 
The 
grapa 
generally used, you know, is the white 
Muscat. The slips are set out in 
w hat is seemingly a barren, sandy 
plain. They are staked at first, of 
course; b u t’in two years the main 
stem of the vine is as large as your 
arm and no longer needs support. 
The stems are cut off about thirty 
inches from the 
ground 
and the 
brandies shoot out on all sides, the 
ends beiug buried in the earth at a 
lirtle distance from the main stems. 
The big bunches of grapes hang un­ 
derneath, and when they are suffi­ 
ciently ripened Chinamen go into the 
vineyard with wooden trays five feet 
square, and three inches deep, cut 
ofl' the bunches and lay them in the 
trays, being careful that the grapes do 
not lie upon each other. 
The trays 
are then laid in the sun and left there. 
“ Ten days later the Chinamen go 
into the vineyard again, each one 
with an empty tray. 
They find the 
exposed Bides of the grapes cured and 
of a purplish color. The empty 
are now laid bottom up on the filled 
ones and they are turned over each 
other so that the uncured sides of the 
grapes is exposed on the new trays. 
They are left thus in the sun another 
ten days, and are then taken to the 
‘cooling house,’ where they are kept 
about two weeks. 
They are then 
packed in boxes for the m arket, iu 
w hat is known as the ‘ London layer’ 
style. The quality? 
There are no 
better raisins in the world; indeed 
there are few that equal them . 
The 
production 
last 
year was 800,000 
boxes. 
In 1873 it was only 0,000 
boxes.” —[New

The m inutes of th e pre­ 
vious m eeting were read and ap­ 
proved, and the Committee on Rules 
and By-Laws reported th at it had 
m ade the necessary alterations in the 
rules and subm itted the following, 
which were approved. 
The ineetiug adjourned till next 
Thursday at 2 p . m ., i n the 
s a m e 
place. 
To the Beneovolent People of Los An­ 
geles City and County: 
The objects our organization, the 
“ Associated Charities of Los Ange­ 
les,” as contained in our constitution, 
a r e : 
1. 
“ To secure co-operation among 
th e different charities of Los Angeles, 
in practical measures, for the preven­ 
tion of pauperism , the promotion of 
thrift, and the more certain relief of 
the worthy poor. 
2. 
“ To gain a more certain knowl­ 
edge of the poor, with a view to dis­ 
cover their true needs, to teach them 
how to reach health and indepen­ 
dence and to carry them friendly so­ 
cial influences wholly separated from 
alm s -g iv in g . 
3. “To secure a more efficient dis­ 
tribution of relief among the worthy 
poor, between voluntary and official 
charity, to direct the suffering to the 
institutions adapted to < their special 
forms of need, and to place the re­ 


sults of this mediation at the disposal 
of organized or priva'e benevolent 
persons. 
4. 
“ To 
p re v e n t 
in d is c rim in a te 
aím B -g iv in g a n d lo d e te c t im p o stu re 
by m a k in g work the basis of a ll re­ 
lief to the a b le bodied.” 
Far from the idea of interfering 
with the existing charities, the ‘‘Asso­ 
ciated Charities” intend to strengthen, 
to ai l, to support the nublo bunds of 
the disinterested und tireless workers 
in the cauboof hum anity in ourmidBt. 
The unseciurian. undenominational 
and cosmopolitan cbaracier of the cr- 
gauizition is bound to enlist for it the 
heartiest sym pathy and co-operation 
of all those broad-miiuled men and 
women whose hearts beat warm for 
suffering hum anity, irrespective of 
creed, sect, nationality, race and poli­ 
tics. 
This is not intended to be a new 
charitable society, but to become a 
medium and a protective agency for 
both the giver and receiver—strictly 
confidentially of course—and the dues 
of m embership are nom inal: one dollar 
a year for individuals, five dollars an­ 
nually for societies, which entitles 
them to a seat in the council. 
Stat­ 
ing, in conclusion, th a t Dr. E. Schreib- 
er, the Rabbi of the Jew ish com mun­ 
ity, has kindly volunteered his serv­ 
ices for the start, free of charge, and 
that somo of our prom inent charitable 
organizations and a large num ber of 
our best citizens have identified them ­ 
selves with the movement by signing 
our Constitution and becoming char­ 
ter members, we most cordially invite 
all friends of hum anity to co-operate 
with us in this noble work, which, we 
hope, will add another brilliant ring 
to the vast chain of hum anitarian 
work done in our famous “ City of the 
Angels.”

Turkey would be a better guage than 
Utah in this effort to measure the re­ 
sults of plural m arriages; and Egypt 
2,000 years ago will be a nearer 
standard than the Turkey of the pres­ 
ent time.

There the 
effect of plural marriages so debauched 
the public m ind th at brother married 
w ith sister, and son with mother.

Present facts prove that the season 
of 1887-8 is to go on record as the 
rainiest in the history of the country 
since the earliest days of the Ameri­ 
can occupation.

On 
the foothills the precipitation lias 
been m uch more copious, while in the 
higher mountain regions it will run 
up to half a hundred inches of moi st- 
ure. The mountains are our natural 
i eservoirs for the storage of the excess 
of rain intended to water tho fertile 
plains during seasons of drought.

years of heavy rains saturated to re­ 
pletion to their lowest bases. 
Two 
seasons of absolute drought would not 
exhaust the vast supply stored in 
these natural reservoirs. 
But we 
have bad rain enough. 
The unusual 
num ber of rainy days to go to the 
credit of the current season has ren­ 
dered our winter far less agreeable 
than the average in this section. 
Rain has fallen since last October on 
quite twice as m any days as any 
other year in the past ten will show. 


T h e workman who firmly believes 
that high protection is the salvation of 
labor, can read between the linos oi 
the eighteenth annual report of tho 
Massachusetts Buroau of L ibor and 
Statistics, just published, that which 
is not set forth in any high-tariffman» 
ifesto heretofore promulgated by the 
Republican, or any other party.

N inth State Convention of 
Fruit-Growers, to be held under the 
auspices of the State Board of H orti­ 
culture, will convene at Santa Barbara 
on Monday, April 9tb. 
All fruit 
growers and all interested in fruit­ 
growing are invited to participate. 
The programme contemplates a fruit 
and flower exhibition and an excur­ 
sion to the head of Ellwood Cañón, to 
Beach Bluff and to the Cooper Olive 
Oil Works. 
The Convention will be 
in session four days, and it is expected 
that many valuable papers on horti­ 
culture will be contributed and read 
by the most prominent horticulturists 
of the State. The object of the Con 
vcntion is a commendable one and 
should receive hearty approval. The 
selection of the place to hold the Con­ 
vention is another question. 
An ex­ 
position of any industry looking to its 
development should properly be held 
in the very heart of productiveness— 
in that section where the very best 
possible results of the industry have 
been attained. 


It is estim ated that there are 32,675 
acres of bearing orchard and vine­ 
yard in Los Angeles county. To this 
may be added 12,000 acres planted in 
fruits, but not yet bearing, which 
m akes a grand total of 44,675 acres in 
the county devoted to the fruit indus­ 
try. The acreage planted and bear­ 
ing is horticulturally divided as fol­ 
lows : Grapes, 13,350 acres; oranges, 
13,150; apples, 1,650; lemons, 1,600; 
peaches, 1,400 ; pears, 750; figs, 275; 
plums and prunes, 250; olives, 250. 
This seems to be a pretty good show­ 
ing, but this am ount is not one-fiftieth 
part of the acreage of the county that 
can be cultivated in citrus and de 
ciduous fruils and the grape.

Over whelmed with an Avalanche 
of Letters—Her Daily Occupa­ 
tions, Friends and Pets. 


W hen the historian of the future 
writes the histories ot the “ Ladies of 
the W hite H ouse,” he will have a 
bright page for Mrs. Frances Folsom 
Cleveland, the wife of the twenty-sec­ 
ond President of the United States. 
Other Presidents have shared the 
honors of the Executive Mansion with 
wives whose personal attractiveness, 
accomplishments, w it and ta c have 
com manded adm iration, but in not 
one of all the wives of the Presidents 
have the whole people manifested 
more interest than in the present 
“ Lady of the W hite H ouse.” 
M artha 
W ashington was universally loved, 
and her memory is held in reveren­ 
tial affection. 
Dorothy Madison is 
rem embered in history as one of the 
brightest women of her tim e. The 
wives of the two Adamses left each a 
distinct im press. Some of these early 
first ladies” had shown in foreign 
courts. 
As wives, mothers, patriotic 
women they had shared in the anxie­ 
ties and vicissitudes of the revolution­ 
ary period, and the Nation was and 
is proud oi them . People know less 
about them now than they ought to 
know. 
None can read of them w ith­ 
out becoming more interested in their 
successor. None of them , it is safe to 
say now, as it will have to he said in 
years to coine, more w idely and gen­ 
erally endeared herself to the people 
of the United States than lias the 
wife of President Cleveland. 
Mrs. Cleveland lias been the “ Lady 
of the W hite House” for a year and a 
half. 
She captivated everybody who 
saw her at her wedding reception, 
when, with the President by her side, 
she stood on the spot in the Blue 
Room where they were married to re­ 
ceive from diplomats and officers of 
the arm y and navy and civil service, 
and from many friends, wishes for 
her futuro happiness. 
Iler youth, 
beauty, grace, animation and unaffect­ 
ed cordiality were irresistible. 
These 
attractions have stood well tho test of 
time. 
Their 
possession have won 
steadily upon the affections of the 
country. 
Every visitor to W ashing­ 
ton acknowledges it, and it is the 
most grievous disappointment to any 
visitor to be obliged to go away with­ 
out having at least caught a glimpse 
of her. 
For their pleasure and satis­ 
faction there is not one who would 
not be glad to exchange the chance of 
seeing all the other varied and attract­ 
ive sights of the showy capital. 
But for Mrs. Cleveland to see and 
speak with everybody who would 
like to m eet her, and whomsLe might 
be glad to meet, would be as imnos- 
sible as it would be for the President 
personally to receive and listen to the 
never-ending procession t3 the W hite 
House of American citizens who desire 
to assert the American citizen’s right 
to handle ‘ his” President. 
If the 
President is careful of himself, he is 
still more careful of his wife. 
So, ex­ 
cept upon strictly formal occasions, 
during the few weeks between New 
Year’s Day and Ash W ednesday, she 
is only “ at hom e” to callers on two 
days in the week, and then only for 
an hour at a time and by appoint­ 
ment. 
In arranging the appointments 
for these calls the valuable services of 
Private Secretary Lamont are relied 
upon to lestrict callers to a reasonable 
num ber for the allotted time. 
Those who are fortunate enough to 
have the chance to meet Mrs. Cleve­ 
land at home aro received by her in 
the Red Parlor, the most homelike of 
the apartm ents on the semi public 
lower floor of the W hite House. 
She 
meets her guests with a charm ing 
welcome, unconstrained yet dignified. 
She talks freely and frankly about 
most subjects but politics. Touch 
politics, and she laughingly diverts 
the conversation to book or people, 
or perhaps to the dram a, for she con­ 
fesses to a liking for the theater so 
strong that she is sure she m ust curb 
it. 
She has also a great fondness for 
the opera. 
If she knows how to be 
sarcastic she does not show it. 
She 
is not critical. 
W ith m uch of the 
tact of Dorothy Madiaou, she evi­ 
dently prefers to make friends rather 
than enemies for her husband and 
herself. 
So she seeks to win, not to 
provoke. 
W hile she addresses you 
you are the person in whom she is 
most interested. 
Mrs. Cleveland likes the W hite 
House. She has never joined in tho 
chorus of detraction of the building 
that it was once regarded as proper 
to raise whenever it was mentioned. 
She is interested in its history, in the 
fact that M artha W ashington, who 
never lived in it, saw its foundations 
rising while her husband was yet 
President. 
W hen she refers to the 
somewhat lim ited privacy which she 
enjoys, Mrs. Cleveland recalls Mrs. 
Abigail A dam s’ written amazement, 
on her arrival at the house, when it 
was to be occupied for the first time, 
to find upon w hat “ a grand and su­ 
perb scale” it was constructed, her 
reflection that it woul i require “ about 
thirty BervantB to keep the apartm ents 
in proper order,” and her fear that to 
light “ the great castle” would alone 
be “ a great tax.” 
But Mrs. Cleveland does not have 
much of “ the groat castle” to herself, 
nor are thirty servants required to 
keep it in order. 
She has a boudoir 
and four or five other rooms on the 
second floor for her own use and for 
the bestowal of guests. 
H er boudoir 
opens upon a central corridor, com 
fortably furnished for and used as a 
family sitting room. There are some 
good paintings of American scenery 
by American artists on the walls, a 
portrait of the President, some bric-a- 
brac, a pervading air of homelikeness, 
and occasionally, in th e evening, a 
little good tobacco smoke from the 
President’s after-dinner cigar. All the 
bed-chambers open upon this corridor 
sitting room. The atternoon sun en­ 
ters it through a semi-circular win­ 
dow filled with stained glass and 
screened with growing plants. 
In 
summer the fragrance from the con­ 
servatory just below ascends through 
the window to fill the house. 
An earily riser, like the President, 
his wife is also, like her husband, 
busy during the day. 
She does not 
assume the m anagem ent of the h o u E e 
beyond such occasional supervision 
as may bo necessary to m aintain order 
and regularity. The m orning brings 
to her a volume of letters th a t has 
been constantly growing. A thought­ 
less w riter in an otherwise friendly 
. paragraph, wrote awhile ago that Mrs 
.1 Cleveland personally responded to all 
flatten received by her. An avalanche 


followed. 
She had been recieving 
more letters than Bhe could answer 
Now there were more than she could 
take tim e to open; most of them con­ 
tained requests for scrapes of her wed­ 
ding dress. 
Distressed worn n, an­ 
xious to save a homestead, wrote for 
loans of $5000 to $10,000, “ to save 
the old place.” One woman wrote to 
ask for a specified num ber ef yards cf 
velvet, that was to be Mazarine blue 
color, and in addition she wished to 
have enough material for a wrap. Of 
applications 
for 
autographs 
and 
photographs there is no end. 
To attem pt to answer all these let­ 
ters would be out of the question. To 
read them all is unnecessary. 
If 
.Mrs. Cleveland undertook to respond 
favorably to all who write to her she 
would keep a stenograph».r and pho­ 
tographer constantly at work, she 
would gradually rob herself of her 
wardrobe, and "she would bankrupt 
the President. 
So a large part of the 
correspondence is turned over to one 
of the executive clerks to be answered 
with a printed form signed by Colonel 
Lamont, Mrs. Cleveland |»or8onally 
responding only to letters from her 
personal friends. 
For many months after her mar- 
riago Mrs. Cleveland did not venture 
out of the W hite House groumls ex­ 
cept to ride. 
The eager curiosity of 
everybody to tee her drew crowds 
even to her church door. 
W hen the 
went shopping she passed from her 
carriage to a shop «loor between two 
lines of scrutinizing eyes. For the 
freedom of the thing she walked, 
avoiding the thoroughfare, 
taking 
with her Mrs. Lamont or one of her 
visiting friends, and latterly a great 
browu-and-white St. Bernard, pre­ 
sented to her by New York friends, 
and called Kay for its givers. 
Re­ 
cently Mrs. Cleveland has tried to 
“ shop” ou the avenue without a car­ 
riage. 
She and Mrs 
Lamont got 
along famously for a day oj two, sur­ 
prised and delighted to escape general 
recognition in their neat walking- 
dresses and sm all bonnets. 
The 
shop-clerks spoiled evorythiug, for as 
soon as they learned th at Mrs. Cleve­ 
land m ight be looked for, and she ap ­ 
peared, the word went abroad, all 
other business was suspended,and all 
the people in the eatablishm eut gave 
themselves up to learn w hat tho 
President’s wife was buying. 
The afternoon is short at the W hite 
House and the time spent is well occu­ 
pied. If M rsCleveland hasopjiortuinty 
she reads. Kind friends, authors who 
wish to have her pee their b«x>ks, and 
publishers, send her new volumes. 
She gets from three to five a day. 
In 
her ambition to know something about 
each of these she finds that she is be­ 
coming spoiled as a reader. She reads 
some light literature, but she does not 
as one writer has said, read “ Ouida.” 
She also finds time to read something 
in the newspapers, to scan a magazine 
or two, and to enjoy the Epoch. For 
study she has no tim e, much to her 
regret, for she finds th at her German 
is slipping away from her, anil that 
she cau make no headway with her 
French. 
She gives a little time each day to 
her pets—for she has others besides 
Kay, the St. Bernard. 
Hector, the 
French poodle, famous as the subject 
of newspaper paragraphs, does not in­ 
terest her as does the newly arrived 
ami nobler «log. 
A canary," a pretty 
A ngira cat and a parrot have learned 
to expect her caresses and attentions. 
And at Oak View, now closed for the 
winter, she has had a shapely little 
AUlerney heifer, the gift ot Mr. Childs, 
and when the President drives in the 
afternoon she usually accompanies 
him to their country home and finds 
opportunity to cultivate the acquaint­ 
ance of the prelty creature. 
Out of the season of formal recep­ 
tions and dinners at the W hite House, 
the after-dinner hours are usually 
quiet and restful to Mrs. Cleveland. 
There is seldom a day th at the Presi­ 
dent does not have a guest or two to 
dine with him . The wives of Cabinet 
officers frequently call later, with or 
w ithout their husbands, for they are 
like members of the White House 
family. 
An occasional theatre party, 
in which the President joins, varies 
this programme. 
By and by, when other generations 
shall come to look at the portraits of 
Mrs. Tyler, Mrs. 
Polk and Mrs. 
Hayes, and to talk of the wives of 
other Presidents, they will dwell with 
peculiar interest upon the details of 
the life of Mrs. Cleveland, here mere­ 
ly sketched, and to sjieak of her as 
the youngest of women to occupy the 
place. They may see her portrait, 
too, but they will miss the gleam of 
the eye, the anim ated and welcoming 
smile, the indescribable cordiality of 
m anner that make her fascinating, 
and which no cam era or brush can 
be expected to faithfully transm it.—

S a n F r a n c is c o , M arch 8 .— A t the 
m eeting of the V iticulturists 
this 
m orning the different appliances for 
wine-making 
exhibited 
were 
ex­ 
am ined by the visitors. 
In the afternoon papers were read 
by Leonard Coates, of Napa, and 
Clarence J. W etmore, of Livermore. 
Mr. Coates chose the subject “ The 
best aud cheapest m ethods of obtain­ 
ing grafted vineyard on 
resistant 
stocks.” 
He made three divisions, 
“ W hy we graft,'* “ W hat to graft, " 
“ How to graft.” First he gave the 
history of “ W hat to graft,” claiming 
th at tne operation was practiced over 
two thousand years ago, and that lit­ 
tle advancement had been made. He 
said' “ grafting in the case of the 
grape was to render the plant more 
hardy and to enable it to better with­ 
stand climatic changes and ravages of 
insect pests.” 
In the next division of the subject 
“ W hat to graft,” Mr. Coates was 
arbi rary, and said th at out of thirty 
distinct species of American grapes, 
he would select only three or four. In 
his opinion the stocks which would 
best resist phylloxera in California 
were the Vitis, Riparia and Vitis 
Novo Mexicana. 
As to “ how to graft,” he claimed 
th at there was but one method fit to 
be applied, nam ely, the “ English 
clift,” or “ whip tongue graft,” which 
he described in detail. 
HOW TO PRUNE. 
Mr. W etmore read a paper on “ The 
C haiutre Bystera of pruning and con­ 
ducting the vino in California.”

Some Fact* About tbe Greatest 
Salt l ake in,the World. 
In the southeast of Russia is the 
greatest salt lake in the w orld; the 
Caspian Sea, which lias an area of 
130,000 square miles—that is, an area 
greater than all tho British Islands 
put together, with an additional is­ 
land larger than England thrown in 
extra—is intimately connected with 
the fresh-water fisheries of the Volga 
and Ural, for the Ü3h migrate from 
salt water to the fresh there as else­ 
where. 
The great fishery of this 
region is that for the sturgeon (Acci- 
penter sturio), and its kindred, the 
great sturgeon or beluga (A. huso). 
the sewruga (A. stellatus). the osseter 
(A. Guldenstadlii), and the small stur­ 
geon, or sterlet (A. m thensut); also, 
for the salmon, white salmon and 
knife-fish. 
The sturgeon family at­ 
tains to an enormous size, especially 
the beluga, which sometimes meas­ 
ures twenty feet in length and weighs 
2,500 pounds, though specimens of 
over 1,000 pounds are rare. The sew­ 
ruga is also a giant, but the other 
sturgeons are seldom taken above 6 
feet in length. The num ber of those 
giants disposed of annually at Astra 
klian has in some years been enormous 
—300,000 sturgeons, 100,000 belugas, 
and millions of the others. No won­ 
der th a t there are complaints of the 
failure of the supplies, and, as is usual 
where ignorance prevails, the mischief 
is attributed 
to every cause but 
the right. “ It is because of the steam­ 
boats,” says the moujik, and forth­ 
with the moujik hates the sight of a 
steamboat. 
But steam or no steam, 
the sturgeon of the Caspian mav t-oon 
become as rare a curiosity as Thames 
salmon. 
A strakhan, the principal 
Caspian port, is one of the most im­ 
portant fishing stations ia the world. 
From this region alone the Russian 
revenue nets about £1,000,000 for 
fishery license, and during the fishing 
season some 20,000 strangers, ranging 
in degree from simple laborers to 
gigantic capitalists, come in to com­ 
pete with the regular inhabitants for 
the profits from the fish industries.— 
[Cham bers’ Journal. 


War and T axation. 
The factors that 'have been con­ 
cerned in effecting these economic 
changes and accompanying disturb­ 
ances, are not, however, simple, but 
somewhat numerous and complex.

In the first place, the results 
of tho Franco-German war—tho radi­ 
cal changes in the character aud con­ 
struction of war arm am ents since th at 
period, and the continual augmenta- 
of perm anent m ilitary forces, havo 
entailed upon ell the States of Europe 
since 1873, continually increasing ex­ 
penditures and indebtedness: and in­ 
direct taxation, by means of duties on 
imports, to m eet these 
increasing 
financial burdens, has been found to 
be most in accord with the maxim at­ 
tributed to Colbert, th at the perfec­ 
tion of taxation consists in so pluck­ 
ing tho goose—i. e., the people—as to 
procure the greatest am ount of feath­ 
ers with the least possible am ount of 
squawking.—[Popular Science M onth­ 
ly for J a nuary.

En^ltata Silver-plate aud Coin. 
Cromwell melted all the silver-plate 
he could gat hold of for coinage, 
therefore but few specimens are found 
dating earlier than 1650; in fact, but 
few. articles were used. 
During the prosperous time after 
the Restoration, under Charles II, 
Jam es II and William aud Mary, so 
much coin was m elted to make plate 
that recourse was hod to legislation 
to prevent it. This was accomplished 
by raising the standard in 1697. This 
continued for tw en ty years, through 
the reigns of W illiam III and Queen 
Anne to the third year of George 1. 
The silver of this period is stamped 
with the seated figure of “ Britannia,” 
and is generally designated as “ Queen 
A nne.”

RAILROAD MATTERS. 


The Storm Doing Consider­ 
able Damage. 


THE SANTA 
F E CO.’8 S H 0P8. 


An A ttem p t B eing H ade to H ave 


Them an d th e G eneral Office» 
Moved to th is C ity. 


The railroad depots in this city 
preseuted a very dreary appearence 
yesterday, and a visit to headquarters, 
revealed the fact th at tho faces of the 
managers of both roads, also looked 
very blue. The rainfall is certainly a 
God-send to the fruit-growers and 
farm ers generally, but to the railroad 
companies it means a serious loss of 
money and possibly of life. 
Thus 
far, the Santa Fé Company is the 
heaviest sufferer, and if the storm 
continues many hours longer, it is not 
im probable th at the business of that 
Company out of this city will be 
totally suspended. 
The reports of 
trouble along the lines while very 
limited, are sufficient to show th a t 
portions of the road are in a very bad 
fix . The lines between this city and 
San 
Bernardino 
and 
from th at 
place to E ast Riverside and Rincon 
was reported 
yesterday 
afternoon 
at 4 p. m . as being in a pretty fair con­ 
dition, and trains to the points nam ed 
left this city on tim e, while the one 
due from San Bernardino at 1 0 :40 a. m. 
did not arrive until 1 1 :4 0 , bringing 
with it the train from San Diego. 
A 
very slight washout occurred at San 
Dimas, but was repaired before any 
serious damage could be done. 
The 
w ater at th at point is very deep and 
rashes by the track with great force. 
The principal trouble lies in the Cajon 
Pass, going cast, and in the Temecula 
Cafion, going south. 
The Temecnla 
Uafion is one of the most dangerous 
portions of the Santa F é’s system and 
it is believed th at the damage there is 
very serious, and it may be days be­ 
fore the road to San Diego is again 
ready for traffic. 
It was stated that 
the track in the Cajon Pass would 
be cleared by 
3 o’clock yeBterdoy 
afternoon, but, if such was the cafe, it 
was not known in the city. 
The over­ 
land train which left here for the east 
W ednesday, was compelled to lie in 
San Bernardino all W eduesday night, 
and at last reports was still there. 
The line between Rincon and Santa 
A uaaud San Juan by-the-Sea, w as 
also impassable. 
A small washout a 
short distance east of Inglewood, pre­ 
vented any trains going to Ballona. 
The principal trouble with the South­ 
ern Pacific Company was between 
Downey and Anaheim, and it delaved 
the train from Santa Ana all day. 
The 
trouble 
there 
was 
c tusud 
by 
the 
action’ 
ote the Coyote 
Creek, which overflowed its banks 
and washed out fully one hundred 
yards of track. 
A construction train 
was sent out at noon yesterday w ith a 
large force of men to “ crib” the track, 
being expected to make it safe for the 
passage of trains in a few hours, at 
least in time enough to allow the 
train to reach this city by 5 
p . m. 
At 5 p. m ., ho we ver,it had not arrived, 
and no knowledge could bo gained of 
its whereabouts. 
O ther washouts oc­ 
curred as follows: A slight one be­ 
tween Puente 
and 
Spadra, about 
fifteen feet long; one twenty feet long 
in the yards at San Pedro, one at Dos 
Palm s fifteen foet long and two feet 
deep, and another at W hitewater 
(near Dos Palm s) about fifteen feet 
long. 
The trestle, just below the junc­ 
tion of the Long Beach road with 
the line to San Pedro, on the Long 
Beach line, 6ank at its north end, and 
thus made it impossible for trains to 
get to Long Beach for several hoars. 
It was expected th at all the damage 
on the Southern Pacific lines would 
be repaired by 6 p . m . last night. No 
trouble was reported on the main line 
between this city and San Francisco, 
and both trains, Nos. 17 and 19, ar­ 
rived within thirteen m inntes of be­ 
ing on time. 
If the rain continues 
duriog this day serious damage may 
result, though all precautions possible 
are being taken by both companies. 


SANTA F E SHOPS. 


A P ossibility Th»t They W ill be 
Removed to this CDy.

Fé Company will move their general 
offices and shops from San Bernardino 
to this city at no very distant date. 
There has been considerable talk of 
such a move for many m onths, but it 
was apparently without the slightest 
foundation. Now, however, there ia 
the very best authority for such an 
idea, and it is a fact, beyond dispute, 
th at an attem pt is being made to have 
them brought here. 
Ex-Judge Anson 
Brunson, solicitor for the AtchiBon, 
Topeka and Santa Fe Company for the 
State of California, is the H e r a l d ’s 
informant, and in regard to the m at­ 
ter tho Judge said: “ Mr. H irm an 
Silver, Treasurer of the Santa Fé Sys­ 
tem , and I, have had considerable 
talk about the change, and we have 
agreed that it should lie done. 
Of 
course, 
we 
have 
consulted with 
the proper officials, and I believe 
it will bo done before m any m onths 
have passed. 
We should j have ¿be 
general offices in Los Angeles, also 
the shops—Los Angeles is th e Santa 
F é’s term inal in Southern California, 
and accordingly should be m ade the 
headquarters for the com pany’s m an­ 
ager’s offices. 
We certainly will lo­ 
cate all the principal offices here, if 
we don’t do more. 
It won’t make 
any difference if the auditor’s office 
rem ains there, and if necessary, the 
company might locate the office of 
general superintendent there—if such 
an office is ever created.” 
“ Do you really think there is a pos­ 
sibility of the shops being located 
here ?’’ 
“ Yes, sir; I do.” 
“ How long will it be before the 
move is begun?” 
“ Ob! that I cannot say, but before 
a great while, as I said.”

Among the noted horticulturists 
who lately visited the coast was Prof. 
J. L. Budd, of the Iowa Agricultural 
Oollege, an eminent traveler and 
botanist. 
This gentleman came here 
for the purpose of attending the asso­ 
ciation meetings, but made it a point 
to make an extended tour of the State 
for the purpose of carefully studying 
the topography, climate and vegeta­ 
tion of the State. Prof. Budd having 
visited France, Palestine, Russia and 
other countries with a like purpose, 
his opinion of California, especially 
Southern California—it having a like 
climate to the famous fruit districts of 
Europe—will doubtless be read with 
a great deal of interest by the readers 
of the H e r a l d . 
The Professor being approached as 
to his observations, inferences drawn 
therefrom 
and 
general 
verdict, 
stated that 
in many respects he 
found both the 
soil and climate 
in California almost identical with 
that 
of 
the 
most 
prosperous 
semi-tropical regions in the Eastern 
countries. Judging from what he had 
found in localities less susceptible, 
California was now in embryo as it 
were. It certainly is a truism that 
“ Half of the world is in utter ignor­ 
ance of what the other half is doing,” 
remarked the Professor. In the re­ 
motest and most isolated districts of 
Italy, France and even Russia, the 
traveler is astonished to And where 
least expected large flourishing orch­ 
ards. Every nook and corner is util­ 
ised. Parcels of ground evidently at 
one true considered worthless has 
been planted to trees with the most 
satisfactory results. 
During an ex­ 
tended voyage on the Volga river. 
Russia, from Tver, a city situate a 
few miles below the influx of the 
Tverza, to a number of valleys wat- 
tered by its two thousand miles of 
meanderings, 1 was first made to real 
ize what it was possible to do in 
America. The large and constantly 
increasing population of these coun­ 
tries has made it necessary to put 
every foot of arable land into cultiva­ 
tion, 
and 
to 
make 
it produce 
to the utmost. 
If American far­ 
mers 
could visit 
these countries 
they certainly v.ould learn valuable 
lessons of economy. I nolieed that in 
order to get the highest and largest 
returns from the small farms, tree 
planting is extensively and generally 
adopted, and orchards, two thousand 
miles in the interior of this country, 
of which the ontside woild knows s-. 
little,are found that eclipse the best in 
the United 8tates not excepting Cali­ 
fornia. The greatest skill is mani­ 
fest in the care, training and propa­ 
gating of the various varieties of fruit 
trees there grown.¡the king of which 
is the apple. This skill has come 
after generations of training and ex­ 
perimental growing, a thing which we 
will ourselves attain to in due time 
and much more rapidly than they. 
Tney have adopted small farming 
not trono choice or for experiment,but 
of necessity. 
From my experience, travel and ob­ 
servations in the countries mentioned 
and in California. I think there are 
three points California people would 
do well to consider: namely: the 
planting of trees, small farms and the 
redeeming of lands now thought to be 
worthless. 
That fruit raising will 
probably 
ultimately absorb every 
other industry in the Golden State, 
there is at least a strong indication, 
judging from the increase of that 
industry during the past two or 
three * years. 
The 
fact 
that 
within a radius of a few hundred 
miles there is a country whose soil 
and climate will produce successfully 
almost every known fruit in the 
world, is phenomenal and prophetic 
of what the future of such a country 
will be under the hands of earnest, 
intelligent and economical horticultur­ 
ists. In my opinion the man who 
will realize most from land in this 
State, or in fact almost any other, 
will be he who plants trees. The 
man who buys land at a fair, real and 
uninflated value and plants it to fruit 
trees of a hardy and prolific variety 
is as sure of independence in a few 
years as he is sure of the sunshine 
which will sustain their life. 
Small farming is now being experi­ 
mented with in almost every State in 
the Union with more or less success, 
but I presume in no State is it so 
much a question as in Southern Cali­ 
fornia. 
From the experience of other 
countries the success of this under­ 
taking is almost, we may say, assured. 
That a small farra well cultivated and 
judiciously managed is proportionate­ 
ly much more remunerative than a 
large one slovenly kept, is a fact dem­ 
onstrated 
everywhere, 
but 
what 
amount of land will comfortably sup­ 
port an average family is a thing time 
must reveal. 
As to land, desert and otherwise, 
thought to be unfit for cultivation 1 
presume it will be here as in Europe, 
namely, that necessity will bring the 
greater part of it into fruitfulness. 
rl he immense mountain ranges, with 
their abundant snow deposits, will al­ 
ways be the source of an inexhausti­ 
ble water supply, which when hus­ 
banded by artificial dams and reser­ 
voirs, which can be so easily con­ 
structed and at a comparatively small 
outlay of capital, will redeem the des­ 
erts and barren tracts from nature’s 
inheritance.

U 1h only wltliin a few years that 
public attention baa been drawn in a 
practical and 
systematic way to 
psychical 
phenomena. 
Formerly 
mankind was content to drift along in 
a carafe*, unconscious way; observ­ 
ing strange things, to be sure, in the 
mental arena, hut not attempting to 
explain them, except tentatively or 
upon empirical premises. 
Latterly 
thinking men have emancipated them­ 
selves from this childish manner of 
looking at things, and although it 
does not appear at this writing that 
they arc any nearer the light than 
their groping prede; essors, yet it 
must be admitted that man’s pro­ 
cesses of thought 
have 
at 
last 
reached the scientific stage, and this 
of itself is an incalculable gain. 
In order that something tangible 
may result from this awakened inter­ 
est in the phenomena of the mind, it 
has occurred to us that a chair of 
psychical research should immedi­ 
ately be established in each of our 
great universities, that the matter 
may l>o studied intelligently’and upon 
approved lines. It is not our purpose, 
however, at this time to enter upon 
an elaborate argument as to the prob­ 
able cost of such a new departure in 
the realm of education, or to specu 
late upon the probable presence in 
our midst of men who, for a consider­ 
ation, might be induced to prefix 
41 f'rofessor” to their patronymics and 
take up their residence in academic 
halls. The matter of cost is a minor 
consideration in view of the inagni 
tude of the main question, and we 
feel sure that when the men are 
called for they will not be tardy in 
coming forward. 
Our present pur­ 
pose is merely to point out some of 
the advantages which 
must come 
with a thorough training in psychic 
science, and, therefore, we shall pro­ 
ceed without further waste of words. 
If, then, psychcal research were ad­ 
ded to our college course, either as a 
jpart of the regular curriculum or as an 
.elective, it would not be long before 
we would have a race of young men 
thoroughly equipted for dealing with 
this abtruse subject in an intelligent 
aud practical manner, and, by conse­ 
quence, wherever anything preter­ 
natural occurred, we should not want 
for men who could come forward and 
explain the matter perfectly to our 
own satisfaction. 
Furthermore, we 
should learn not only all the inirici- 
¿•ocies of mental vagaries, but we 
-should soon come to understand how 
do utilize them in a practical way. 
We have faith to believe, if our 
suggestions are carried out, that the 
day is not far distant, when it will be 
possible, at least for the college-bred 
men, to read another’s mind with 
greater eaee even than he now reads 
«Greek or Latin, aud that when an 
acquaintance says he is glad to meet 
liiin, he will knów instantly whether 
(the other is really and truly glad for 
disinterested reasons, or is only utter­ 
ing an unmeaning and perfunctory 
^ ^iBionplace, or has designs upon bis 
purse 
consequently he will bo 
prepared 
govern himself accord- 
ÍQgly, 
In that foruTwlo 
>( " ill be use­ 
less for the man »>“> » >n J™ debt to 
instruct his servai?* to *fJl us he is 
out when we call upo^ » dunning ex­ 
pedition, for we shall Snow beyond 
peradventure that our debtor ib peer­ 
ing at us through the blinds, and we 
shall know, also, whether or uot it 
will pay to brush aside the s e rv e r 
and break in upon the seclusion of his 
master. 
The minds of all men, and women, 
too, shall be to us as open books, in 
which we shall read whether any 
man (or women) is endeavoring to 
deceive us, and thus be prepared to 
circumvent him. It is true that our 
minds will be laid bare to others, thus 
preventing us from honey fugling our 
neighbor or the stranger that is with­ 
in our gates; bat this is a minor con­ 
sideration, and one which may be 
remedied after the psychic question 
is thoroughly understood in all its 
bearings. 
However that may be, all must ad­ 
m it that when we shall be able to 
look into the minds of our fellows, the 
liar and the thief will be forced to re­ 
tire from business, and every man 
will be valued at his intrinsic worth 
rather than at the fictitious estimate 
he has heretofore put upon himself. 
See, for instance, tho great gain 
which would follow, to use a vulgar 
illustration, in the insidious game of 
poker. When we sat down at the 
eaai-toble we should be harassed by 
no doubts or misgivings as to what 
Ariftd of a hand our adversary pos­ 
sessed. If he were bluffing on a hand 
deuce-high we should bo aware of the
